In order to improve the traffic of information, new technology 

based on optic fiber is available. 

 

CDC would like to have a more reliable interconnection system that is better 

than the radio point to point connection that experiences some outages due to 

weather conditions.

18 goals. The bandwidth requested is 4 MB.  After the optic fiber bridge is 

installed, the Radio connection point to point bridge will serve as A Backup 

system.

(A) The taxpayer has received a statutory notice of deficiency, under 

I.R.C. §6212, which entitles the taxpayer to seek Tax Court review of a proposed 

tax deficiency. This is not a delinquent tax because it is not a final tax liability.
